MANUSCRIPTS OF PRICELESS VALUE.

Some of the Rorest in the World Are
Iin the Astor Libirnes,

Thero are $200,000 worth of anclent mani-
goripte In the Astar library, saye the Chau-
tauquan, but the oldest of these {8 the Hvan-
gelisterium, which {8 said tb have been ex-
pressly executed for Charles the Bald, the
grandson of Charlemagne, He vas a patron
of the fine arts, and was especlafly fond of
embellishied manuscripts. This rare and
precious manugeript is written on
aware Is possessed by our city, g written on
fine vellum and is an oblong quart: of 400
pages.  The frst four pages have aplendid
full-length miniatures of the four evangelists,
proTusely (lluminated with Hquid gold and
emerall green, shaded with red and white
on an empurpled ground, the pletures cover-
Ing the entire page.

St. Matthew I8 represented as a beardless
youth Inelined on a lecturn, upon which
there o a book with the f{irst wordsg of his
gospel Ingeribed on i, St, Mark ls repre-
sented ae bewrded and sitting upright on
a throne, holding In his left hand a cloped
book with the first words of his gospel In-
seribed on fte back. On the third page Is a
pleture of 8t. Luke, looking more aged than
his companions. He I8 shown with an Ink-
horn In one hand, writing his gospelsn, St.
John Is shown on a throne holding an open
soroll in hle hand, upon which many worde
are discernuble.  The fifth page of this vol-
ume contains the emblems of the four evan-
gelists—viz., the four living creatures that
the prophet Ezekfei beheld In a vislon sur-
rovnding the throne of God. Matthew has
for hig symbol a creature with & human
head, Mark the llon head, John the engle,
while Luke lg represented by the winged
bull-headed figure, The ninth page Is a mag-
niflecent specimen of interlaced capitals pe-
cullar to manuscripts of the Carlovinglan
era. This highly {luminated sheet forms the
title page of the book, It has only fifteen
letters, but a closer examination reveals the
marks for hidden letters. The words are
“Legendum per Anndl Currlcuilum.”

One page of this preclous volume |I=
equally emblazoned with brilliant gold and
colors and has the word Dominus Inseribed
on it. There are several other pages equally
embellished with multiplied Interlacing and
leafy shadowlngs. The gervices for the prin-
cipal festivals are marvelously executed and
the seventeen pages for Easter are magnifi-
cent. I ecan give no adequate description
of thi® precious relle of the aneclent art now
in New York. A comparison with modern
specimens shows that we have but little ad-
vanced over the monk artists of the ninth
century. Dr. Frederick Sanders, the vener-
able librarian of the Astor Hbrary, justly
calls this manuseript "“an unrivaled beauty."

This superb manuscript was secured some
filleen years ago by the late Mr. Aslor from
the famoup London bibliophile, Bernard
Quartrich, who catalogued It in 1880 at $5,000
There are more costly manuscripts In the
Astor library—for instance, the Antiphonaire
of Charles X, for which 1T am assured the
late J. J, Astor paid $10,000. But this old
manuegeript of Charles the Bald has, as an
antlque, no rival,

A MOUNTAIN OF

Hullt to Vary the Scenery in the
Suburbs of Lelpsie,

Slocum sald he had
no money, and probably would have to walk
back to Carada, so be asked for some order
ebowing he had & reasonable time In which
to walk Lhe distance, 8o the court gave him
ten days, and also set awlde the release of
the bondsmen,

AN OLD DISPUTE

WILL SETTLE

Stockmen and Ranchers of Wyoming Inter-
ested in Land Selections,

LARGE QUANTITY TO BE SET APART

—_—

In the Governmment
Grants Wil Aggregate Over
One Hundred Thousnnd

Acres.

Stnte's Interest

CHEYENNE, Wyo,, March 20.—(Speclal.)
—The Wyoming State Board of Land Con-
tral, conslsting of the state englneer and
the distriet weter commissloners, has been
In sesslon here during the present week,
and the greater portion of the sesslon has
been devoted to the consideration of the
selection of land for the use of the state
from the various grants of government
land made to the state by the act of ad-
miegion and other acts of congress. Ap-
pllcations have been made to the board by
a number of stockmen and ranchers, ask-
ing that selections of lands aggregating
100,000 acres be made, the applicants agree-
Ing to pay from 2% to h cents an acre a
year for a term of five years on the lands
thus selected. The majority of the appli-
cants offer but 2% cepts an acre rental,
and the state board has for eevernl days
ligtened to arguments of the attorneys of
these parties, advocating that all of the
lands applicd for be gelected and at a unl-
form rental of 2% cents, They contend that
this policy, If adopted, would result In the
state Jeasing nearly all of its land, amount-
ing to over 4,000,000 acres, and thus pro-
ducing a large revenue for state Institu-
tions, and that the opportunity to lease
lands at low rental would gerve to stop
the econflict for the open range which s
constantly In progress between sheepmen
and cattlemen,

On the other side there 18 a vigorous
contention against the polley of the selec-
tion of grazing lands by the state and a
demand that the board select agricultural
lands, which can be leased at bigher rental
than grazing lands and can be sold at prices

which will bring In conslderable money
to the state,
Although no Aeclsion In the matter has

beéen reached by the board, It is probable
that It will make a selection of all the
lands applied for, but will place a uniferm
rate of rental of five cenis an acre a year
on all of them. The matter Is exciting great
interest all over the state, and the decl-
slon of the board Is anxlously awnlted.
